Florida shooter appears in 
public for first time

SANFORD (AFP) - A neigh¬ 
borhood watch guard charged 
with second-degree murder in 
the controversial killing of an 
unarmed US black teenager ap¬ 
peared briefly in court for the 
first time yesterday. 

It was George Zimmerman’s 
first public appearance since he 
fatally shot 17-year-old Tray¬ 
von Martin in late February 
while the teenager was walking 
through a gated Florida com¬ 
munity, in the town of Sanford. 

The killing has triggered a 
nationwide debate about 
racism and criminal justice in 
the United States, and led to 
protests in various US cities at¬ 
tended by thousands of people. 

Judge Mark Herr told Zim¬ 


merman he had set May 29 as 
the date for a hearing for his 
arraignment when he will be 
formally read the charges and 
will be allowed to apply for 
bail. Speaking just once, Zim¬ 
merman answered simply "yes, 
sir" when Herr asked him if he 
was making his first appear¬ 
ance in the case and if he was 
represented by lawyer Mark 
O'Mara. 

After a weeks-long investi¬ 
gation, prosecutors have un¬ 
veiled charges of second-de¬ 
gree murder against Zimmer¬ 
man, who is of Hispanic origin. 

"I can tell you, we did not 
come to this decision lightly," 
Florida state attorney Angela 
Corey said Wednesday.

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Uproar in Germany over drive 
to hand out millions of Korans 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
World powers on Thursday 
called the tentative truce in 
Syria a "fragile” first step 
while urging Damascus to 
carry out a broader peace plan 
and permit international ob¬ 
servers to monitor it. 

As the Group of Eight in¬ 
dustrial powers ended a two- 
day conference here, 
Washington also urged Iran to 
"credibly” answer concerns 
about its nuclear aims at week¬ 
end talks and warned North 
Korea of UN action if it 
launches a rocket. 

It was not immediately 
clear how much Russia — 
Syria’s main military and 
diplomatic ally — supported 
the position of fellow G8 
members Britain, Canada, 
France, Germany, Italy, Japan 
and the United States. 

But US Secretary of State 
Hillary Clinton said: "I was 
encouraged that (Russian) For¬ 
eign Minister (Sergei) Lavrov 
agreed with Kofi Annan that 
this fragile first step is only 
that — a first step." 

Clinton met with Lavrov on 
the sidelines of the G8 meet¬ 
ings in a bid to have Russia use 
its influence with Syria to end 
13 months of violence that has 
left thousands dead, although 
Moscow has put the onus on 
the opposition to do so. 

Annan, the UN and Arab 
League envoy whose mission 
Russia has backed, said that 
Syria’s President Bashar al- 
Assad has not abided by his 
plan and called on the UN Se¬ 
curity Council to demand that 
troops are pulled out of cities. 

Not only has Assad failed 
to withdraw forces from cities, 
she said, he has yet to permit 
peaceful protests, allow access 
for aid workers and journalists 
and begin a democratic politi¬ 
cal transition, all in line with 
the plan. 

White House spokesman 
Jay Carney said it was not just 
President Barack Obama and 
other US officials who were 
calling for full implementa¬ 
tion. 

The chief US diplomat also 
renewed Washington's calls for 
Assad to step down. 


She said the United States 
also supports UN plans to send 
an advance team "immediately" 
to visit Syria to pave the way for 
deploying monitors to ensure 
the ceasefire is being carried 
out. 

British Foreign Secretary 
William Hague said the decline 
in violence "is a first fragile step 
towards peace that needs to be 
strengthened and sustained," as 
he urged the Assad regime to 
implement fully the peace plan 
it agreed to. 

"The opposition must also 
ensure that they adhere to the 
ceasefire and work to 
strengthen and broaden it," 
Hague added. 

France has also publicly 
backed sending monitors. 

German Foreign Minister 
Guido Westerwelle called the 
truce "a window of opportunity 
that should be seized" in order 
to promote a broader peace, but 
noted the situation was still 
"very fragile." 

He told reporters that West¬ 
ern pressure on Russia to influ¬ 
ence Syria to stop the violence 
had paid off. "We were right not 
to waver in our efforts to influ¬ 
ence Russia," Westerwelle said. 

During her press conference, 
Clinton urged Iran to "credibly" 
answer international concerns 
over its suspect nuclear pro¬ 
gram during talks Saturday in 
Istanbul with five of the G8 
powers, plus China. 

These will be the first talks 
since a similar meeting broke 
up inconclusively more than a 
year ago. 

The West suspects Iran's ura¬ 
nium enrichment program 
masks a drive to produce a nu¬ 
clear weapon. Iran denies the 
charge, insisting its program is 
purely peaceful. 

Clinton also warned North 
Korea of UN Security Council 
action if it goes ahead with a 
rocket launch that she says 
would use ballistic missile tech¬ 
nology. 

The North says the Unha-3 
(Galaxy-3) rocket, ostensibly 
carrying a satellite payload, 
could go up any day between 
now and Monday to coincide 
with Sunday's centenary of the 
birth of its founding leader 
Kim Il-Sung. 


BERLIN (AFP) - German offi¬ 
cials raised serious concerns 
Thursday about an ultra-con¬ 
servative Islamic group's drive 
to hand out 25 million copies of 
the Koran, calling it an abuse of 
the holy book. 

Amid a politically charged 
debate, some lawmakers how¬ 
ever admonished critics to re¬ 
spect freedom of religion. 

Volker Kauder, parliamen¬ 
tary group leader of Chancellor 
Angela Merkel's conservatives, 
called the free distribution of 
millions of copies of Islamic 
scripture by ultra-conservative 
Salafists a cover for jihadist re¬ 
cruiting. 

"The Koran is being abused 
here for subversive extremist 
activities. Muslim groups in 
Germany are right in distancing 
themselves from this abuse of 
religious liberty. And it would 
very much interest me to know 
where the money for these ac¬ 
tivities is coming from." 

A group of Salafists calling 


itself "The True Religion" says 
it seeks to pass out 25 million 
German-language copies of the 
Koran on the streets of Ger¬ 
many, Austria and Switzerland 
and via the Internet in a bid to 
convert non-Muslims. 

The Central Council of 
Muslims has criticised the cam¬ 
paign, saying the Koran is the 
word of God and "not a PR 
brochure or leaflet that is dis¬ 
tributed as a mass product". 

Under public pressure, the 
publishing house working with 
the Salafists said Thursday it 
had stopped printing the books 
while it reviews its cooperation 
with the group. 

The domestic intelligence 
service estimates there are 
about 2,500 Salafists, who es¬ 
pouse an austere form of Sunni 
Islam, in Germany and says it 
has them under official obser¬ 
vation. 

The service said in its most 
recent annual report dating 
from 2010 that Salafism was 


the fastest growing Islamic 
movement in the world and that 
it calls for replacing national 
legal frameworks with Sharia 
law, often by means of a violent 
struggle against the state. 

"We are talking about an ex¬ 
tremist, Islamist phenomenon 
but not a criminal one," a secu¬ 
rity source told AFP when 
asked about the Koran pro¬ 
gramme. 

Meanwhile the interior min¬ 
istry said a probe had been 
launched into threats against 
journalists who had reported 
critically on the Koran cam¬ 
paign that were posted on the 
Internet and have since been re¬ 
moved. 

In the videos, a group de¬ 
scribing itself as Salafist tar¬ 
geted newspaper reporters, 
with a voice saying: "We know 
where you live, we know your 
football club, we have your 
mobile number," Die Welt 
newspaper reported.

US to decide on obesity 
drug in J uly 



Help Tip: How to Floss your 
Teeth correctly 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
regulators will decide in July 
whether to approve Qnexa, the 
first obesity drug in more than 
a decade, extending the initial 
deadline by three months, the 
California-based drug-maker 
VIVUS said. 

The extra time is a "stan¬ 
dard extension period" offered 
by the US Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration in order to review 
additional risk management 
strategies that were submitted 
by the company, said a state¬ 
ment issued this week. 

An advisory panel to FDA 
in February urged approval of

Qnexa, after warning against 
its approval in 2010 due to 
safety concerns. 

The panel voted 20-2 that 
the FDA should allow Qnexa 
on the market, saying the lat¬ 
est overall benefit-risk assess¬ 
ment supported its approval, 
but asking for more data on 
potential risks and how to 
avoid them. 

For instance, some people 
who took high doses of the 
drug experienced increased 
heart rate. When taken by 
pregnant women it also 
boosted the risk of having a 
baby with cleft palate. 

Qnexa combines two exist¬ 
ing drugs, the appetite sup¬ 
pressant phentermine and 
topiramate, an anti-convulsant 
that can be used in conjunc¬ 
tion with other drugs for 
weight loss. 

Some doctors already pre¬ 
scribe the combination as an 
off-label use for helping pa¬ 
tients manage their weight. 

Studies have shown dieters 
could lose up to 10% of their 
weight when taking the drug, 
along with regular exercise 
and following a healthy diet. 

The FDA does not have to 
follow the advice of the advi¬ 
sory panel, though it usually 
does. 


German MPs 
call for 
under-18 ban 
on cosmetic 
surgery 

BERLIN (AFP) - Plastic sur¬ 
gery could be outlawed for 
under 18-year-olds unless 
medically necessary under a 
proposal by lawmakers from 
Germany's ruling party, ac¬ 
cording to a document seen by 
AFP Thursday. 

The politicians argue that 
going under the knife for 
breast enlargement or nose op¬ 
erations should be off the 
cards for minors, a draft posi¬ 
tion paper states. 

Behind the bid are officials 
dealing with health matters 
from Chancellor Angela 
Merkel's Christian Democratic 
Union and its Bavarian sister 
party, the Christian Social 
Union. 

They want the proposed 
ban, revealed earlier by the 
F rankfurter Allgemeine 

Zeitung, to be wrapped into 
new patient-protection legisla¬ 
tion. It is due for discussion at 
today’s gathering of party 
leaders. 

The German Society of 
Plastic, Reconstructive and 
Aesthetic Surgery (DGPRAC) 
also basically gave the move 
the thumbs up but warned of 
the need for certain caveats. 

"With a sweeping ban 
there's the danger that patients 
for whom interventions are 
necessary for psychological 
reasons slip through the net," a 
spokeswoman said. 

The DGPRAC cites figures 
from 2011 showing that 
around 1.2 percent of plastic 
surgeries were on under 18- 
year-olds, mostly for ears that 
stick out, followed by enlarged 
male breasts and nose jobs. 

The politicians also call for 
a multi-million-euro compen¬ 
sation fund to be set up for vic¬ 
tims of botched operations to 
allow them to receive help be¬ 
fore the end of any legal pro¬ 
ceedings. 

And they want a clear defi¬ 
nition of cosmetic surgery to 
protect patients from unquali¬ 
fied practitioners. 


Flossing is an essential part of 
the tooth-cleaning process be¬ 
cause it removes plaque from 
between teeth and at the gum¬ 
line where a toothbrush can’t 
easily reached and where pe¬ 
riodontal disease often begins.

-Gently curve the floss 
around the base of each tooth, 
making sure you go beneath 
the gumline. Never snap or 
force the floss, as this may cut 
or bruise delicate gum tissue 

-Use clean sections of floss 


as you move from tooth to 
tooth 

-To remove the floss, use 
the same back-and-forth mo¬ 
tion to bring the floss up and 
away from the teeth 

Steps To Follow When 
Flossing With Braces: 

•Use waxed floss (unwaxed 
floss is more likely to get 
caught and shred in your 
braces), dental tape or a prod¬ 
uct specifically designed to 
clean around your braces. 

•Use enough. About 18 
inches of floss should suffice 
•Thread it carefully. Take 
the floss and carefully thread 
it under the main wire of the 
braces before passing it be¬ 
tween two teeth. Then remove 
the floss and re-thread it under 
the main wire to pass between 
the next pair of teeth 

•Be sure not to snap the 
floss-simply move it up and 
down gently against the side 
of each tooth

French group Areva 
to build big Indian 
solar power plant 


PARIS (AFP) - The French en¬ 
ergy group Areva said 
Wednesday that it would build 
the biggest concentrated solar 
power installation in Asia for 
Reliance Power of India. 

Areva Solar is to construct 
two plants using compact lin¬ 
ear fresnel reflector (CLFR) 
technology that would produce 
250 megawatts (MW) of elec¬ 
tricity in Rajasthan, northwest¬ 
ern India, a statement said. 

That would provide energy 
for around 300,000 people in 
Europe according to a sector 
estimation. 

CLFR technology uses re¬ 
flected sunlight to heat liquid- 
filled tubes which generate 


high-pressure steam that pro¬ 
duces electricity via turbines. 

Financial details were not 
disclosed, but the statement 
said the installation "will be¬ 
come the largest in all of Asia" 
and would contribute to an In¬ 
dian goal of adding 20,000 
MW of solar energy capacity 
by 2022. 

The project, which has al¬ 
ready begun its first phase 
would represent a reduction of 
around 557,000 tons of C02 
emissions annually compared 
with a coal-fired plant, Areva 
added. 

It set a target date of May 
2013 for the operational 
launch of the first plant. 


Biggest environment 
satellite goes silent 


(AFP) - The European Space 
Agency said on Thursday it 
had lost contact with Envisat, 
the biggest Earth-monitoring 
satellite in history. 

Designed to operate for 
only five years, Envisat was 
launched in March 2002, carry¬ 
ing 10 instruments to monitor 
the planet's oceans, ice, land 
and atmosphere. 

The giant 8.2-tonne, 10.5- 
metre (34.1-foot) craft carried 
on working for a decade, rack¬ 
ing up a total of 2.25 billion 
kilometres (1.4 billion miles), 
or more than 50,000 orbits, 
ESA said. 

The satellite failed to make 
a radio call on April 8 as it 
passed over a ground station at 
Kiruna in Sweden, the agency 
said. 

It has assembled a "recov¬ 


ery team" of engineers, flight 
dynamics scientists and mis¬ 
sion operators in the hope of 
restoring contact with Envisat, 
which remains in a stable orbit. 

Envisat's data has been used 
in 4,000 science projects in 70 
countries, including landmark 
research into climate change. 

Its study of ocean currents 
was used last year to simulate 
dispersal of nuclear pollution 
from the Fukushima accident, 
and it gained real-time images 
of the BP oil spill in the Gulf of 
Mexico in 2010. 

It has also been an impor¬ 
tant tool in tackling illegal fish¬ 
ing. 

ESA had hoped to keep En¬ 
visat going until its seven re¬ 
placements, the so-called 
Sentinel satellites, start being 
launched in 2013.

Instag ram fans moan over slap 
in the Facebook 



(AFP) - Facebook's $1 billion 
gobbling up of Instagram has 
sent disgruntled fans of the 
quirky photo-sharing app to 
the delete button. 

Twitter and other online 
platforms buzzed Wednesday 
with depictions of Facebook as 
a corporate monster trampling 
over a defenseless community 
of creative, free-spirited types. 

"Guess it's time to delete 
my instagram app before Face- 
book ruins it," Twitter user 
Charlie Robinson griped. 

According to analysts at 
Crimson Hexagon, which 


studies social media content, 
just 12 percent of 201,000 rel¬ 
evant Twitter mentions of the 
takeover were positive. Ten 
percent registered "disgust" 
with Facebook and another 10 
percent promised to quit Insta¬ 
gram. 

Why the outcry? 

Facebook is wildly popular 
and has the same basic mis¬ 
sion as Instagram — encourag¬ 
ing people to build virtual 
networks on which to share 
their lives. 

But for Instagram's 30 mil¬ 
lion users, the cult-status app 


has a very different identity to 
the mass market Facebook. 

Unlike Facebook, there is 
no advertising, and certainly 
no selling of users' personal 
details to advertisers. It's sin¬ 
gle-minded, pure. 

Sure, the main point is to 
share snaps, which can be 
made to look cool with filters, 
but Instagram's mobile-to-mo- 
bile traffic is seen as safe from 
the privacy problems said to 
plague Facebook's advertiser- 
friendly pages. 

"The sale of Instagram 
brings a harsh reality into 
focus, the realization that the 
secret rooms or private spaces 
online where we can share, 
chit-chat and hang out with our 
friends are fading. The few 
safe havens that do exist are 
quickly being encroached 
upon or are next on the shop¬ 
ping list for a company like 
Google, Apple or Facebook." 

New York magazine com¬ 
pared Facebook to an alien 
spaceship and said that for 
"some users, this looks like a 
sellout. And that's because it 
is." 


Good morning Tehranl Israel 
beams a message to Iran 



(AFP) - From a tiny studio in a 
rundown district of southern 
Tel Aviv, a group of Iranian-Is- 
raelis beam non-stop music and 
news in a bid to reach out to 
their former fellow country¬ 
men. 

As the war of words between 
the leaders of the Jewish state 
and the Islamic Republic heats 
up over Iran's contested nuclear 
programme, F arsi-language 
web broadcaster, Radio Ra- 
disIN, is trying to set a different 
agenda. 


Based in a small shopping 
centre in Tel Aviv's outskirts, 
RadisIN was set up three years 
ago to encourage a sense of 
unity among the estimated 
300,000 Israelis of Iranian de¬ 
scent. 

But it also has another, per¬ 
haps more important raison d'e¬ 
tre: to send news and views 
from Israel directly to Iranians 
living in the Islamic Republic 
and around the world. 

"Our goal is for Iranians to 
really know what is happening 


here in Israel, and also at 
home," broadcaster Kami 
Itzhakyan told AFP. "The 
Tehran regime hides the truth 
from them." 

Bom in Iran, Itzhakyan im¬ 
migrated to Israel 25 years ago 
and today is one of the station's 
35 presenters and journalists, 
who provide a 24-hour diet of 
popular and classical Iranian 
music, cultural programmes, 
and political news and analysis. 

"In Iran, all of the news 
which is broadcast is a lie. 
There is no tmth in it," he says. 
"I want our listeners in Iran to 
know the real tmth." 

RadisIN, a contraction of 
"radio" and "Iran," broadcasts 
on the Internet mainly because 
the Iranian regime is not able to 
interfere with the US-owned 
Intelsat Galaxy 15 satellite 
through which its programmes 
are transmitted. 

The programmes are also 
rebroadcast by several free 
cable and satellite stations, the 
station says.

Canada's PM calls for LatAm trade 


liberalization 


OTTAWA (AFP) - Canada's 
prime minister yesterday 
called for more free trade in 
Latin America ahead of a 
meeting with regional leaders 
at a summit in Colombia this 
weekend. 

"Given the fragile state of 
the global economy, it is im¬ 
perative that real progress be 
achieved on trade and invest¬ 
ment liberalization in the 
Americas and beyond," Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper said 
in a statement. 


The sixth Summit of the 
Americas, which brings toge¬ 
ther leaders of the 34 members 
of the Organization of Ame¬ 
rican States (OAS), is being 
held in Colombia's Caribbean 
resort city of Cartagena. 

The April 14-15 meeting is 
to focus on regional integration 
as well as the fight against 
poverty. But a 50-year-old US 
trade embargo on Cuba and the 
devastating effects of cocaine 
trafficking will also be high on 
the agenda. 


On Cuba's exclusion from 
the summit, Harper's spokes¬ 
man Andrew MacDougall told 
a briefing: "This is a meeting 
of democracies." 

Cuba, which was expelled 
from the OAS in 1962 at the 
height of the Cold War, has 
never taken part in a summit of 
the Americas. The expulsion 
was rescinded in 2009, but 
Cuba has refused to return. 

To rejoin the group, Cuba's 
one-party communist regime 
would have to accept the OAS 
charter, which states that "rep¬ 
resentative democracy is indis¬ 
pensable for the stability, 
peace, and development of the 
region," and that one of the 
OAS's purposes "is to promote 
and consolidate representative 
democracy." 

At the summit some Central 
American leaders, reeling from 
20,000 murders linked to co¬ 
caine cartels in their region last 
year, plan to push for drug de¬ 
criminalization. Ottawa, how¬ 
ever, opposes decriminali¬ 
zation. 

After the summit, Harper 
will stop in Chile, where he is 
expected to announce the re¬ 
newal of his "Americas Strat¬ 
egy" launched in 2007 to boost 
trade and investment ties.

WTO: World trade growth 
to slow to 3.7% this year 


GENEVA (AFP) - Global trade 
growth, already weaker than 
predicted in 2011, will further 
slow this year as the EU fights 
recession and even China's dy¬ 
namic growth loses pace, the 
World Trade Organization said 
yesterday. 

Economic shocks like the 
eurozone debt crisis are behind 
an expected slowdown in 
growth to 3.7 percent, from 5.0 
percent in 2011, the trade body 
said. 

"Multiple setbacks" last 
year dampened trade growth 
more than forecast, according 
to economists who predicted 
growth of 5.8 percent for 2011 
in September. 

In addition to the eurozone 
crisis, the WTO cited the ef¬ 
fects of the Japanese earth¬ 
quake and tsumani and severe 
flooding in Thailand. 

A year ago, the Geneva- 
based body had predicted 6.5 
percent growth for 2011 after a 
rebound of 13.8 percent in 2010 
following the financial crisis. 

The WTO expects trade to 
recover somewhat by 2013 and 
result in additional growth of 
5.6 percent. 

"More than three years have 
passed since the trade collapse 
of 2008-09, but the world 
economy and trade remain 
fragile," WTO chief Pascal 
Lamy warned. 

"The further slowing of 
trade expected in 2012 shows 
that the downside risks remain 
high. We are not yet out of the 
woods," he said. 

The latest WTO forecast as¬ 
sumes growth in global pro¬ 
duction this year of 2.1 percent 
(down from 2.4 percent in 
2011) but there are some risk 
factors, such as a steeper than 
expected downturn in Europe 
and rapidly rising oil prices, 
that could impact on trade even 
further, it said. 

"Recent production data 
suggests that the European 
Union may already be in reces¬ 
sion, and even China's dy¬ 


namic economy appears to be 
growing more slowly in 2012," 
said the WTO. 

In 2011 developed coun¬ 
tries actually exceeded export 
expectations with growth of 
4.7 percent, driven by a 7.2 
percent rise in exports from the 
United States. 

But the 5.4 percent growth 
rate recorded among develo¬ 
ping countries was lower than 
anticipated as they were hit by 
an interruption in oil supplies 
during the Libyan conflict and 
the Japanese earthquake dis¬ 
rupted supply chains. 

"The flooding in Thailand 
threw even more sand in the 
gears of global supply chains," 
Lamy told a news conference 
at the WTO headquarters. 

"But many of the shocks 
that hit developing countries 
last year were one-off events. 
Growth in these countries 
should normally bounce back." 

Asia was the region that 
recorded the strongest growth 
in exports (6.6 percent), thanks 
to a leap of 16.1 percent in 
India and 9.3 percent in China, 
though this was considerably 
down on the 2010 Beijing fig¬ 
ure of 28.4 percent. 

In 2011 the dollar value of 
world merchandise trade in¬ 
creased 19 percent to $18.2 
trillion, surpassing a 2008 peak 
of $16.1 trillion but owing 
mainly to higher commodity 
prices. 
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Friday the 13th 



The fear of Friday the 13th 
is called friggatriskaideka- 
phobia - "Frigg" is the 
Norse goddess whom Fri¬ 
day is named after and 
"triskaidekaphobia" means 
the fear of ”13”. It’s also 
known as paraskevidekatri- 
aphobia, partly from the 
Greek word Friday. It is a 
real fear - some people who 
have this disorder are even 
too afraid to say the words 
“Friday the 13th”. Others 
avoid flying on a plane, 
going to work, or even get¬ 
ting out of bed. According to 
the Stress Management Cen¬ 
ter and Phobia Institute in 
Asheville, North Carolina, 
millions of Americans are 
afraid of Friday the 13th. 
Symptoms of this fear range 
from mild anxiety and a nag¬ 
ging sense of doom to full¬ 
blown panic attacks. 

Friday the 13th occurs 3 
times in 2012: 

January 13 

April 13 

July 13 

The fear of Friday the 
13 th stems from two separate 
fears — the fear of the number 
13 and the fear of Fridays. 
Both fears have deep roots in 
Western culture, most no¬ 
tably in Christian theology. 

Thirteen is significant to 
Christians because it is the 



number of people who were 
present at the Last Supper 
(Jesus and his 12 apostles). 
Judas, the apostle who be¬ 
trayed Jesus, was the 13th 
member of the party to ar¬ 
rive. 

Christians have tradition¬ 
ally been wary of Fridays be¬ 
cause Jesus was crucified on 
a Friday. Additionally, some 
theologians hold that Adam 
and Eve ate from the forbid¬ 
den fruit on a Friday, and that 
the Great Flood began on a 
Friday. In the past, many 
Christians would never begin 
any new project or trip on a 
Friday, fearing they would be 
doomed from the start. 

The number 13 could also 
have been considered pagan 
because there are 13 months 
in the pagan lunar calendar. 
The lunar calendar also cor¬ 
responds to the human men¬ 
strual cycle, connecting the 
number to femininity. 

The Christian perspective 
on Friday and 13 is the most 
relevant today, but if s only 
one part of the Friday the 
13th tradition. 

Some trace the infamy of 
the number 13 back to an¬ 
cient Norse culture. In Norse 
mythology, the beloved hero 
Balder was killed at a ban¬ 
quet by the mischievous god 
Loki, who crashed the party 
of twelve, bringing the group 
to 13. This story, as well as 
the story of the Last Supper, 
led to one of the most en¬ 
trenched 13-related beliefs: 
You should never sit down to 
a meal in a group of 13. 


In Scotland, there is no 
gate 13 in any airport, in¬ 
stead there is a gate 12B. 

Inside of a Lufthansa 
plane with row numbers 
going straight from 12 to 14. 

Some airplanes skip a 
row 13, going straight from 

12 to 14. 

Some tall buildings have 
resorted to skipping the 
"thirteenth floor”, either by 
numbering it ”14” or as 
”12a”. 

Some streets do not con¬ 
tain a house number 13. 

In some forms of motor 
sport, for example Lormula 
One, there is no number 13 
car. 

In many cultures, getting 
married on any day of the 
week that falls under number 

13 is highly discouraged. 
There is a superstition that 
should thirteen sit at a table 
to dine, one will die in the 
next year. This prompted the 
formation of The Thirteen 
Club to debunk it. 

The Apollo 13 spacecraft 
malfunctioned after being 
launched on April 11th at 
13:13 CST, forcing it to re¬ 
turn to Earth without a land¬ 
ing on the moon and 
imperiling its crew. 

Ultimately, the complex 
folklore of Friday the 13th 
doesn't have much to do with 
people's fears today.

But if you think 
about it, bad things, big and 
small, happen all the time. If 
you're looking for bad luck 
on Friday the 13th, you'll 
probably find it. 


Axl Rose snubs rockers’ 
Hall of Fame honor 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Guns N’ Roses star Axl Rose 
says he will not attend a week¬ 
end ceremony to be inducted 
into the Rock and Roll Hall of 
Fame — even if the music pan¬ 
theon insists it will admit him 
anyway. 

In an open letter published 
Wednesday, Rose said he 
doesn't want to be admitted to 
the prestigious club, either in 
person or in absentia, along 
with former bandmates and 
other acts at the Hall of Fame's 
annual ceremony Saturday. 

In the lengthy missive to the 
Los Angeles Times music 
blog, he cited the various line¬ 
ups of the hard rock band over 
the years, saying he did not op¬ 
pose other ex-members turn¬ 
ing up to the Hall of Fame 
show in Cleveland, Ohio. 

Guns N' Roses reigned over 
the hard rock scene from 1987 
to 1993, selling close to 100 
million albums with its potent 
mix of metal and nihilistic 
punk showcased in epic an¬ 
thems "Welcome to the Jun¬ 
gle” and "Sweet Child O' 
Mine.” 

The band's last album of 
original material was released 
in 1994. Rose is the only re¬ 
maining original member of 
the group, which was formed 
in Los Angeles in 1985. 

The Rock and Roll Hall of 
Fame announced its inductees 
in February, including Guns N' 
Roses, the Red Hot Chili Pep¬ 
pers, the Beastie Boys and 
Donovan, all of whom are ex¬ 
pected to be at Saturday's 
show. 

A spokeswoman for the 
Hall of Fame said: "We are 
sorry Axl will not be able to 
accept his induction in per¬ 
son,” but added that "he will 
still be acknowledged in the 
induction ceremony — he just 
won't be present. 

Other former GN'R mem¬ 
bers — including guitarist 
Slash, bassist Duff McKagan 



and drummer Matt Sorum — 
have joined with ex-Stone 
Temple Pilots singer Scott 
Weiland to form the band Vel¬ 
vet Revolver.

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Football: Hooliganism a worry 
for Euro 2012, says Platini 



WARSAW (AFP) - The threat 
of hooliganism remains a key 
concern ahead of Euro 2012 in 
Poland and Ukraine, UEFA 
chief Michel Platini warned 
on Thursday. 

"I foresee a great Euro. I al¬ 
ways see a glass half full, not 
half empty. I see all the won¬ 
derful things linked to foot¬ 
ball, such as the great 
atmosphere there's going to be 
in Poland and Ukraine," Pla¬ 
tini told reporters in the Polish 
capital Warsaw. 

"But we all know that the 
world isn't as nice as I'd like it 
to be, so of course we need se¬ 
curity, people to protect the 
stadiums, to look out for the 
hooligans who'll come, and 
that's why the Polish govern¬ 
ment has a security system in 
place," he added. 

Poland's interior ministry 
on Thursday said that over 
9,000 officers would be de¬ 
ployed specifically to ensure 
security, and not just in the 
four host cities. 

Besides Warsaw, matches 
will also take place in the 
Baltic port of Gdansk, Poznan 
in the west and Wroclaw in 
the southwest. 

Large numbers of fans are 
also expected to show up in 
the southern city of Krakow, 
where England, Holland and 
Italy will set up their training 
camps. 

Polish police also plan to 
work with foreign law en¬ 
forcement authorities' liaison 
officers who know who their 


own countries' troublemakers 
are. 

To help keep the peace in 
the stadiums, meanwhile, 
Poland's PZPN football asso¬ 
ciation has trained over 7,600 
stewards. 

Platini, who arrived in 
Poland earlier Thursday after 
a visiting Ukraine, underlined 
that UEFA and the host na¬ 
tions' authorities alike bear the 
responsibility for ensuring 
fans can watch matches safely.

LONDON2 (AFP) - British 
boxer Amir Khan is too one¬ 
dimensional to change his 
gameplan for the May re¬ 
match against Lamont Peter¬ 
son in Las Vegas, the 
American fighter said Thurs¬ 
day. 

The 25-year-old English¬ 
man will face Peterson on May 
19 in Las Vegas for the Inter¬ 
national Boxing Federation 
and World Boxing Association 
light-welterweight titles after 
losing them in controversial 
manner to the American last 
December in Washington. 

Once a homeless youth on 
the streets of Washington, Pe¬ 
terson completed a fairytale 
with a split decision triumph 
over Khan marred by referee 
Joe Cooper taking a point from 


5,000 in this nation of 38 mil¬ 
lion, Polish authorities were 
stung into action after last 
May's violence-marred Cup 
Final. 

Beyond hooliganism, other 
concerns remain. 

In Ukraine, Platini lashed 
out at "bandits and crooks" 
amid a furore over sky-high 
accommodation costs fans 
face there. 

Asked about the situation in 
Poland, Platini said: "I com¬ 
plained in Ukraine. In Poland 
it's about right." 

Euro 2012 marks the quad¬ 
rennial tournament's first edi¬ 
tion behind the former Iron 
Curtain, with Poland and 
Ukraine dogged by doubters 
since pipping favorites Italy in 
the hosting race in April 2007. 

They have faced vast infra¬ 
structure challenges, but with 
less than two months before 
the 16-nation championships 
kick off, Platini was sanguine. 

PZPN chief Grzegorz Lato 
- like Frenchman Platini a for¬ 
mer international footballer - 
echoed that. 

"Everything is under con¬ 
trol," he said. 


Khan in both the seventh and 
12th rounds for pushing.

SAN ANTONIO (AFP) - The 
Los Angeles Lakers did not 
need superstar Kobe Bryant to 
beat the San Antonio Spurs 98- 
84 on Wednesday in the first of 
three games between the West¬ 
ern Conference rivals in 10 
days. 

Metta World Peace — the 
player formerly known as Ron 
Artest — scored 25 points and 
Andrew Bynum added 16 
points and an astonishing 30 re¬ 
bounds as Bryant, the league's 
leading scorer, missed his third 
straight game with a sore left 
shin. 

Pau Gasol added 21 points 
and 11 rebounds for the Lakers, 
who had six players score in 
double figures and notched their

sixth win in eight games. 

The Lakers stayed 1 1/2 
games in front of cross-town ri¬ 
vals the Clippers at the top of 
the Pacific Division. 

The Clippers edged Western 
Conference leaders Oklahoma 
City 100-98 on Wednesday. 

The Spurs, assured of a play¬ 
off berth, remain a game behind 
Oklahoma City in the West as 
they suffered a second straight 
defeat in the wake of their 11- 
game winning streak. 

Danny Green led the Spurs 
with 22 points. Tim Duncan 
added 14 points and two re¬ 
bounds, but Tony Parker was 
limited to just four points, mak¬ 
ing a disappointing 2-of-12 
from the floor. 

The Lakers are now 4 1/2 
games behind the Spurs for sec¬ 
ond place in the West. The two 
teams are scheduled to meet 
again in Los Angeles on April 
17 and in San Antonio on April 
20. 

Meanwhile The New York 
Knicks held off the Milwaukee 
Bucks 111-107 on Wednesday, 


boosting their NBA post-season 
hopes with a victory over their 
closest pursuers in the playoff 
race. 

Carmelo Anthony led the 
Knicks with 32 points. Tyson 
Chandler added 19 and J.R. 
Smith delivered the go-ahead 
three-pointer with 1:04 to play. 


The Knicks improved to 30- 
28, and moved two games 
ahead of Milwaukee for the 
eighth and final playoff spot in 
the Eastern Conference with 
eight games remaining. 

The Knicks are one game be¬ 
hind seventh-placed Philadel¬ 
phia in the Eastern Conference 


and four games behind Boston 
in the Atlantic Division. 

Both the 76ers and the 
Celtics won on Wednesday — 
Philadelphia beating Toronto 
93-75 and the Celtics edging 
Atlanta 88-86 in over-time. 

The Knicks have a difficult 
remaining schedule that in¬ 
cludes home games against 
Miami, Boston and the Los An¬ 
geles Clippers as well as a road 
game in Atlanta. 

Philadelphia have just three 
games left against teams with 
winning records, but the 76ers 
end the season on a five-game 
road trip. 

Chandler said the Knicks 
wouldn't worry about what the 
76ers, Celtics or Bucks are 
doing as the lockout-shortened 
regular season hurtles to a close.
